Secret Union of Farmer and House- 
Maid in Ireland Held to Be 
Binding rn Law, 


Dublin.—Justice 
Kenney 
recently 
delivered judgment in the “midnight 
marriage case” of TTssher and Ussher, 
which came before him in December 
last. 
The plaintiff, William Arland Us­ 
sher, a gentleman farmer of Eastwell, 
Galway, sought to obtain a decree of 
nullity of his m arriage with bis wife, 
Mrs. Mary Ussher. 
The petition was 
dismissed. 
He alleged that the marriage w’as 
null and void owing to the fact th at 
inly one witness was present and that 
the marriage was not carried out ac­ 
cording to the rites and ceremonies 
of the Roman Catholic church or ac­ 
cording to law. 
The evidence showed that the m ar­ 
riage took place on April 24, 1910. Up 
10 that time the petitioner had been 


11 Protestant, while the respondent, 
Mary Caulfield, was a maid iii the em­ 
ployment of his mother. 
After IO p. 
rn. on April 24 the parish priest, the 
Rev. Joseph Fahy. went secretly to 
the house and was taken upstairs to 
a bedroom. 
There he received Mr. Ussher into 
the Roman Catholic church; baptized 
him, and then performed the marriage 
ceremony between Mr. Ussher and 
Mary Caulfield. 
The marriage was 
kept a secret and a child was born in 
January, 1911. 
Justice Kenny held th at the m ar­ 
riage was valid. 
His lordship said it 
was clear from the evidence of the 
Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin that in the 
eyes of the Church of Rome th e mar­ 
riage was absolutely ineffectual, and 
that the petitioner 
and 
respondent 
were living in a state of sin. 
But he (Judge Kenny) held that 
marriages between Roman Catholics 
were governed by the common taw of 
the land. 
They "were in law uninflu­ 
enced by the decree of the council cf 
Trent requiring two witnesses. 
The intention of the parties to be 
married was clear, despite petitioners 
contention that it was a contract, con­ 
ditional on their being married sub­ 
sequently in a manner that world be 
approved by the church.

Quentin Penitentiary, Sees Miracle 
In Prisoner’s Statue. 


San Quentin, Cal.—Jim Forrest, an In­ 
dian chief of the Modoc tribe, found a 
sermon in stone when he recently was 
paroled from San Quentin prison aft­ 
er serving seven years of a long term 
for murder.

the part of the missionary body in 
connection 
with this plot. 
He de­ 
clared that it was the desire of the 
government 
to 
co-operate 
heartily 
with the missions, and said: 
“ I and 
my successor will always live up to 
the promises and the program laid 
down when J ? pan first assumed the 
control and government 
of 
Korea. 
I h e instructions of the emperor are 
that religion and politics 
must 
be 
kept apart. 
In other words, the state 
and 
church 
form 
two 
different 
branches. 
Bo<h, however, tend to the 
same goal, which is the betterment 
of the people, and both must co-op­ 
erate.” 
General Akashi, the chief of the 
police, said that the evidence of a 
plot was. he telieved. conclusive, but 
the great difficulty was 
to 
secure 
truthful statements 
from 
the 
Ko­ 
reans concerned. 
These were mostly 
j young 
men 
with advanced ideas 
students—and he admitted most of 
them were students in the mission 
schools. 
He said that in the past 
large numbeis of Koreans had pro­ 
fessed Christianity in order to se­ 
cure the protection and assistance of 
the foreign missionaries against the 
abuses and injustices of the Korean 
government. 
After the Japanese had 
annexed Korea, there existed a large 
element of discontent. 
And because 
of the sympathy felt by the mission­ 
ary for his Korean scholars, or so­ 
called converts, these latter believed 
that the missionaries would support 
them even though they might plot 
sedition. 
General Akashi, who had 
been accused of much harshness in 
dealing with this case, said that he 
did not believe statements mode by 
prisoners who asserted that the mis­ 
sionaries had actually attended meet 
ii gs where this conspiracy w is dis­ 
cussed. 
The prisoners are all confined in a 
jail in the center of Seoul, where 
some 400 other prisoners ar? con­ 
fined. 
The prison is crowded. 
The 
prisoners sit ( losely together and oc 
cupy each just sufficient space to en­ 
able him to lie down. 
However, the 
Korean in his own home liv^s and 
moves in small space. 
The cells are 
clean and thoroughly well ventilated. 
The prisoners appear to be cleanly 
clothed and to he in good health. One 
or two of the better class of prison 
ers are confined in more spacious 
cells, and ono of them, a baron, for­ 
merly minister of education, has a 
cell to himself with matting and a m ­ 
ple bedding. 
The accusation has been frequently 
published, and is believed by many 
of the missionaries, that torture has 
been used in the preliminary exami­ 
nations to elicit 
testimony 
which 
might prove the case for the police. 
The governor-general 
and 
General 
Akashi positively deny the use of any 
form of torture or of violence in the 


prison. 
Some prisoners who have been re ­ 
leased have shown m arks w h h n they 
declared were caused by torture, such 
as hanging by the thumbs, flogging 
and mental influences. 
Analysis ct 
their stories *’.oes not prove tho truth 
of the statements. 
Certainly none of 
the prisoners now' confined shows any 
outward evidence of torture. 
A number of missionaries cypress 
themselves as satisfied that a plot 
did exist. 
The trial will be open and the pris­ 
oners will be given counsel.

FERDINAND JOSEPH PAVELL HAD 
SERVED 
WITH 
MUCH 
DISTINCTION. 


HIS SONS ATTENDED SCHOOL HERE 


One of Them Married Miss Pet Guihen, 
a Well Knovn and Popular Pettis 
County leach er—Sketch of 
a Remarkable Man. 


Fred J. Ravcll, Jr., attended Central 


Business college here in 181)7, sud his 


brother, Joseph Paved, was a student 


at the same institution in 1890. Fred 


Raven married 
Miss 
Ret 
Guihen, 


daughter of the late Mary P. Guihen, 
of Sedalia, and they now reside at 
Port Arthur, Texas. 
The father of 
the Ravell bo vs died recently in Tex 
as. and the Beaumont Enterprise of 
recent date contained the following 
interesting sketch of his life; 
When Ferdinand Joseph Rave!! died 
on June 19 ai Shell Bank on the Sa 
bine river delta, there passed out an 
Ktogenarian who had served under 
two 
flags, 
a 
Polish engineer who 
helped bring tile Great Eastern on her 
maiden voyage to America, a trader 
whose name was known to trappers 
and plume hunters from the delta of 
the Mississippi to Point Isabel. 
He 
served four years in the Prussian 
army and was wounded. 
As a sol 
lier of the Confederacy he was at the 
battle of Sabine Pass. 
Ferdinand J 
Pavell was r.'rn at 
Ostrowo. Prussian Poland, November 
14, 1830. 
He was educated at Bros 
ait. and at the age of 20 entered the 
irrny and served four years with dis­ 
tinction. 
It was at the end of this 
-crvice that he shipped as ail engr 
ueer on the Great Eastern, and came 
o America a couple of years before 
he fall of Fort Sumpter. 
In January, 1800, he married Miss 
Louisa Manz, and lo them ten chil 
a ten were born, seven of whom stir 
' iv e . 
The are: 
Mrs. Peterson, of 
Hitchcock, 
Texas; 
Mrs. 
Chris 
Harmes, of Orange; Mrs. Walter Par 
ker, of West Lake. La.; Mrs. Albert 
Dobbertin, of Lake Charles, I a.; Au 
gust Pavell. of Temple.

0avell. of Job ti s o n ’s Bayou, and Jos­ 
eph Pavell. of Orange. 
F. Pavell. 
he always signed his 
lame after a son Of the same name 
.Ire'v up. settled at Shell Bank, on an 
slam! in the Sabine river near Sa­ 
bine lake forty-six years ago. .md re­ 
sided there until his death. 
It is said 
>f him that he carne to Orange in the 
early days 
with but little worldly 
lossessions. !n the time he lived on 
the 
Sabine 
he acquired 
extensive 
tracts of land. 
When 
F. 
J. 
Pavell 
arrived 
In 
O range it was no disgrace to be poor 
—everybody was, even S a nd y Gilmer 
was then, for that was before large 
fortunes bad been whittled out of the 
•tine logs that were floated down the 
Sabine. 
At that time any one who 
wanted to make a stake mode cy- 
nress shingler’, and 
many w’rs the 
man 
who 
afterward grew rich in 
Orange 
and 
vicinity who did this. 
Of these Ferdinand 
Joseph 
Pavell 
was one. and many is the old-timer 
whose beard is gray in Orange today 
md who on reading this will remem­ 
ber the Polander who made shingles 
on the Sabine, who fought In the Con­ 
federate army and who died in the 
Sabine river delta June 19. 
Shell bank lr- a high mound on one 
of the two low’ islands- whica form 
the Sabine river delta. 
It was here 
Mr. Pavell established himself and 
conducted a store which very much 
resembled a post in a frontier coun­ 
try. 
He was 
a 
good 
blacksmith, 
learned the t~ade in the old country, 
where it takes seven years to learn a 
trade, and from his smithy came a 
part of the revenue which eventually 
made him a rich man. 
There probably is not a trapper 
over 50 years old in Eastern Texas 
and Western Louisiana along the gulf 
coast who has not at some time sold 
fur and hides to the storekeeper at 
the mouth of the Sabine river. Those 
were the piping times of river traf­ 
fic. and Shell Bank was a busier mart 
then than it is today. Schooners went 
in and out of the river right by the 


very gates of Shell P»ank and it was 
a convenient place to tie 
up 
and 
trade. 
It was a post in the true sense 
of the term, and the man who is 
writing this and who was acquainted 
with the man who is dead, knows that 
minted money was not 
needed 
at 
Shell Bank, iii ows that at the trac­ 
ers’ post fur .-’as legal tender. 
Those best write of the dead who 
knew the dead. 
The man who is tell­ 
ing you this story has been at Shell 
Bank, was a friend of the man who 
is dead, and. although that is a de­ 
cade and one-half ago. can remember 
vet tho big heart and the generous 
hand. 
Ile lived in Texas at a time when 
railroads were somewhat of a euri- 
isitv. at least were not so plentiful 
as now, and in the long years that 
his anvil rang he forged out both 
fortune and a character for integ­ 
rity which every old timer in Orange 
who reads this will swear by. He was 
widely known among business men, 
and his word as as good as a certi­ 
fied check. 
He made an enviable 
lame among business men by starting 
it the very 
cot of the ladder. 
TTe 
vas a friend of the unfortunate, and 
lone over approached him for aid and 
vent away with empty bandi. 
His 
ioor was always open to anyone who 
needed assistance and who deserved 
it. 
lf ever a latch string hung on 
he outside anywhere on this earth, 
it hung out a* Shell Bank. 
His ideas were lofty, he placed a 
good education above the value of 
gems. 
At Shell Bank schools were 
out of the question. 
His children 
were educated at distant points, Gal­ 
veston and t tie north. 
His was an 
industrious life, work was a part of 
his existence. 
He was 82 years old 
when the end came. 
He lost on ly a 
few days time, the few’ days before 
he last call. 
He died of pneumonia. 
Mc is buried at Orange, in the Ever­ 
green cemetery, and of him mon will 
lay that he did his part well, that he 
Mved his life clean, that his bread 
was without taint, than 
which 
no 
greater praise can be said of men 
living or of men dead.
